REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: This 
application teaches a dye of the formula 



wherein Z is an atomic group necessary to form a 6-membered nitrogen containing 
aromatic ring; Rn is a hydrogen bonding group selected from the group consisting of 
-OH, -NHCOR4, -NHCOOR4, -NHCONHR4, -NHSO2R4 and NHSO2NHR4; R4 is a 
substituent; R 12 , R13 and R 14 are independently H or a substituent; n1 1 and N13 are 
each an integer of 1 to 4 and n12 is an integer of 1 to 3 and an ink for ink jet printing 
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comprising the above dye and a solvent. The only remaining rejection is an 
obviousness type double patenting rejection over U.S. Patent No. 6,846,351. 
Applicants have filed a proper terminal disclaimer, therefore this rejection is withdrawn 
and the application is allowable. 

Applicants should note that the examiner has cited U.S. Patent No. 6,916,364, 
issued to Iwamoto et al. however no rejections have been made over this reference 
since applicants have overcome the provisional obviousness type double patenting 
rejection made over US 2003/0230216 (PGPub of above US Patent) in the Office Action 
dated October 20, 2004 by amending the claims and have also overcome the 103 
rejection over US 2003/0230216 in the Office Action dated October 20, 2004 by the 
filing of a certified English language translation.
